Executives to Meet in New York While 
Union

Washington, July 28—Three propo­ 
sals for immediate ending of the rail­ 
road strike have been submitted to re­ 
presentatives of the railroad execu­ 
tives and labor unions by President 
Harding, according to information ob­ 
tained today from administration ad­ 
visors who talked with the executive. 
The three proposals, all hinging on 
various plans for adjustment with the 
employers and seniority rights, will be 
submitted, it was said, to the execu­ 
tives’ meeting in New York, Tuesday, 
and to an employees’ conference 
in 
Chicago, to be 
arranged by B. 
M. 
Jewell, the shopmen’s leader. 
There were indications from vari­ 
ous sources close to the two parties to 
the strike, that leaders of the shop­ 
men had manifested an inclination to 
accept the President’s plan in the main 
and that representatives of the execu- 
! tives considered it unsatisfactory in 


J principle. 
Final decision will 
rest 
{with conferences of the two groups. 
Outside railroad contracting, it was 
said, would be abandoned by the rail­ 
roads under each of the three pro­ 
posals. 
One the proposals, according to 
those claiming to have information of 
the President’s suggestions, would ba 
for the railroads to waive the senior­ 
ity question and take all strikers back 
to work. 
Another was said to give 
“loyal” men who have remained at 
work prior seniority rights over strik­ 
ers to serve as a separata adjustment 
of the seniority dispute on each road 
with its own employees through joint 
committees to be appointed.

These two pictures, taken in the 
famine region of Russia, give a frag­ 
mentary idea of the way the American 
corn, provided by the appropriation 
of Congress last wincer, is being re­ 
ceived and how- quickly it brings a 
look of health into the faces of the 
unfortunates. 
This corn has reached 
thousands of villages far from the 
railway lines. 
When the first Ameri­ 
can Relief Administration workers a r ­ 
rived at some of the villages in the 
Samara region the villagers knelt and 
bailed them as deliverers. 
As the relief work continues with the 


backbone of the famine broken, it is es 
titnated that more than .1,000,000 children 
are being fed, in addition to 5.000,000 
adults on corn diet, and 250,000 in the 
soup line*. 
The corn is provided by 
Congressional appropriation. 
The rest 
is from private gifts of the American 
people. 
In addition to the feeding 
work the medical department of the 
A. R. A. is fighting existing epidemics 
and preventing others by educating the 
people in improved sanitation and hy­ 
giene, introducing bathhouses in many 
cities, 
assisting established 
hospitals 
and providing emergency centers for 
treatment. 
For this work Congress 


, gave $4,000,000 of surplus army medi­ 
cal supplies, and the American Red 
Cross $3,400,000. 
The larger of the two pictures above 
shows former Governor Goodrich, of 
Indiana, measuring out some of the 
first consignment of American corn 
to reach an isolated Russian village. 
Hie peasants who have already re­ 
ceived their allotment are seen with 
their sacks filled. 
Governor Goodrich 
in this picture is tilting the measure 
laden with “Amerikanski maize”—the 
Russian name for the corn and an 
expression 
which 
is 
spoken 
almost 
with reverence by the peasants. 
In the smaller of the pictures one 
of the peasants is seen grinding his 
allotment of corn, in order that he 
and his family may lose no time in 
cooking it. 
The method of grinding 
is a primitive one and it is probable 
that few Americans of the present 
generation have seen such operations 
conducted, except for exhibition pur­ 
poses. 
However, it is the only method 
which these peasants know.
